Striking Telegraphers In Chicago and

W ant to Continue the Struggle. 


Chicago, Oct. 14.— At a meeting of 
the executive com m ittee 
of tho Na­ 
tional 
Telegraphers’ 
union 
Sunday 
night President S. J. Small was sus­ 
pended. 
The following m essage was sent to 
President Small ‘by the executive com­ 
mittee: 
“Under article 15, section 7, of th*1 
constitution of the Commercial Tele­ 
graphers’ Union of America, you are 
hereby suspended from 
the office of 
president, to take effect immediately.“ 
President Small and his suggestion 
th a t a vote be taken on the question 
of calling off the strike were repudiat­ 
ed by members of the Chicago local 
union at a meeting Sunday afternoon. 
A resolution that the strike be con­ 
tinued was unanimously adopted. 
Tho 
meeting 
was followed 
by a 
demonstration 
of 
strength by 
the 
striking operators before the offices of 
th e 
telegraph companies. 
The 
m en 
marched In double file In the streets 
shouting “Stick, Stick,” and otherwise 
voiced 
their opposition 
to the 
su r­ 
render suggested by President Small. 


W ILL CONTINUE THE STRIKE

tho speaker refused. 
He continued: 
“President Small 
has utterly neg­ 
lected to properly approach the sub­

The Order of Rail­ 
road Telegraphers, with a membership 
of 40,000, wras assessed first $2, then 
$1, has turned In about $32,000. From 
the 
27,000 locals 
of the 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor 
we have 
re­ 
ceived 
about $25,000. 
T 
have come 
here to state facts and to tell you o f 
your position. 
Do whet you will.” 
As Small sat down, Daniel Russell, 
chairman c f the local hoard of stra t­ 
egy, sprang to his fe e t. 
“Up to last 
night,” he 
said, 
"this was 
Sm all’s 
strike; and 
up to last night 
he d id 
everything he could to lose It. 
T o d a y 
it is your strike. 
K e e p it up and win. 
He alone brought on the strike and 
now he is trying to repudiate It.” 
Other speakers followed In a sim ­ 
ilar vein, after 
which were adopted 
resolutions declaring that tho strike 
bo continued and calling upon the na­ 
tional executive committee to remit 
at once $3,000, the New York local’ 
share in tho general treasury, and r- 
quosting the appropriation of the in 
surnnoo fund for strike purposes.

New York, Oct. 14.— The New York 
local of the 
Commercial Telegraph­ 
e rs’ 
union, 
at a 
mooting 
Sunday, 
voted u n a n i m o u s l y 
t o continue 
the 
strike again t the W estern Union and 
P o s t a l Telegraph companies. 
Tho vote was takf.n upon the sug­ 
gestion of President Small, who in 
messages to subordinate officers S at­ 
urday jointed out the inability of the 
general assembly 
to further finance 
the strike and recommended that lo­ 
cals in the various cities vote upon 
tire advisability of the men returning 
to work. 
The meeting was characterized by 
bitter exchanges 
between President 
Small and 
the other 
speakers. 
T he 
latter 
charged the 
national leader 
with inconsistency 
in first claiming 
that the strike would be successfully 
financed and then admitting that tho 
general assembly w as without funds 
and with having conducted tire fight 
in a half-hearted, dilatory way. Small 
tried 'to explain his position, but was 
frequently 
interrupted 
by 
hisses. 
W hen he suddenly left the hall la tho 
midst of tho 
speechmaking, cries of 
“resign” followed him. 
Sunday night 
Small issued a statem ent in which ho 
said he was willing to continue the 
strike if tho mon insisted. 
When the m eeting opened President 
Small was given tho floor and said: 
“I am not here to 
make an argu­ 
ment for or 
against continuing the 
strike, but merely to exjdain why I 
called for a vote of the locals on the 
proposition. 
Saturday Commissioner 
Neill 
informed 
me 
that

d o w ry had told him that further ne­ 
gotiations were futile. 
I believe w hat 
they 
say. 
Our funds are 
quite ex­ 
hausted. 
As you know, we wore un­ 
able to make a payment to you yes­ 
terday.

Minneapolis Man Suspected of Having 
K illed His Wife. 
Minneapolis,

14.—Choked 
to 
death, Mrs. George Patous, the seven­ 
teen-year-old wife of George Patous, a 
Polish laborer, was found lying on a 
bed in an upstairs room at 1215 Third 
street north, Sunday morning. 
Patous 
has net been found and the police be­ 
lieve him to be the muriLerer of his 
wife. 
The woman’s body was found by W. 
A. SI aughnessy, who rented a room to 
Patous and his wife. 
She is believed 
to have been dead since Sunday night, 
Oct. 6. 
There had been no signs of lifee in 
the

room for 
a week, 
and 
Shaughnessy 
becoming alarmed 
en­ 
tered the bedroom Sunday morning to 
find the strangled body of the girl ly­ 
ing across the im I. 
The condition of 
the body indicated that she had been 
strangled. 
A silken muffler tied tight­ 
ly about 
the .swollen throat 
showed 
the m urderer took no chances.

tous has not been seen 
since Sunday 
night,

apartm ent showed that all of his per­ 
sonal belongings are missing. 
Shaughnessy reported the m atter to 
the police and

There were spots of blood on the 
pillow and m attress. 
These may have 
been caused by the blood coming from

They are so numerous th at It 
Is thought the dying wife fought her 
assailant with such violence that he 
was wounded enough to bleed.

Glove Cutter Perished in Endeavoring 


to Rescue Imperilled Offspring— Hus­ 


band and W ife Killed by a Trolley

The father lost his life in endeav­ 
oring to save his children, following 
the discovery 
of Hie flames 
by the 
mother, who, with 
two small sons, 
made her escape. 
The bodies of the 
other victims wore found by the fire­ 
men. 
All had evidently made an ef­ 
fort to reach the windows. 
The oldest daughter was to have be­ 
come a bride early, in December and 
there was a social 
gathering at the 
homo of tho family in celebration of 
the approaching nuptials. 
The gath- j 
ering broke uj> about I o’clock in the 
morning and at 1:30, when all had re- I 
tired, the fire was discovered. 
The 
origin is unknown, though 
it is be­ 
lieved to have been due to a defec­ 
tive chimney.

MEXICAN CONSUL ATTACKED 


Defeats Detroit and W i n s the W o rld ’® 
Championship. 
Detroit, Oct. 14.—T he Chicago Na­ 
tional league baseball team at Bennett 
Park won the world’s championship, 
defeating the Detroit American league 
team by tho score of 2 to 0. 
It was the fourth successive victory 
for the Chicago team in as many days. 
Taking advantage of every slip made 
by the local players and running the 
bases cleverly, they scored two runs 
In the first two Innings, while the De­ 
troit team did not succeed In getting 
one man over the home plate. 
Tho ’’rooters" who had followed the 
Chicago team from their homo city 
swarmed down to the diamond when 
the ninth Inning closed and showered 
tho players with congratulations. Then 
several hundred 
of them 
formed in 
line and marched down Michigan ave­ 
nue, headed by a band, cheering and 
singing In celebration of their victory. 
It was a disappointing day for the 
local team in more ways than one. The 
w eather w’as raw and cold, entirely un­ 
fit for baseball, 
and the attendance 
was only 7,370. 
Mullin and Brown both pitched well, 
but the Chicago man received strong­ 
er support from his teammates. Also, 
Brown was steadier than Mullin, giv­ 
ing hut one base on halls to Mullin’s 
three, one of which developed into a 
run in the first inning. 
In an effort to check the base steal­ 
ing of Chicago, Manager Jennings sent 
in his colt catcher, Archer, to receive 
Mullin, hut the Chicago men succeed­
